Sculpture makes space for itself

The sculpture of Paul Bowen 
is wrought with paradoxes, 
metaphors, and a handful of 
other rhetorical tools. Yet un- 
like the fury filled apprentice, 
Bowen woriU with the maturity 
of a master and the eyes of an 
architect. His works combine 
found wood, leather, tar, and 
metal in a manner that is aus- 
tere, but without pretension. 
Solid, yet unbridled, and me- 
ticulously constructed while 
seeming untouched. 

The 1 7 sculptures on display 
as the Saidye Bronfman Centre 



represent ten ycarsof thcartist's 
work and reflect a variety of 
styles. All of the works are ab- 
stract, but Bowen confesses that 
"each has its Impelons, quite 
often concrete only to myself." 
He admits his scli-indulgcncc 
at hiding personal specifics in 
sensually broader terms but 
remarks that the audience's 
ability to Interpret the work 
rather than simply perceive it Is 
invaluable: "context is a rather 
personal thing." 

Ranging from one foot to 
eight feet high, Bowen's sadp- 
tures provide a great deal of 
room for individual insight. The 



form and grace of the works, 
however, arc indisputable. Not 
one piece appears as a mass, or 
inanimate object, but as an area 
occupied by something tempo- 
rarily dormant. Resembling 
machinery, weapons, and sur- 
real animals, the works appear 
mechanical while retaining the 
natural, accidental qualities of 
the wocxl. 

Tlie constructions arc either 
the original colour of the wood 
and found objectsfranging from 
shoe soles to a fish tail) or 
painted black. Many are subtly 
caketi with mud and straw. The 
resulting effect is at once dis- 



concertingly imposing, then 
elegant, then awkwardly inti- 
mate. The pieces seem as if they 
hadexistedbeforeassomeother 
tree or tool, but had been rein- 
carnated. The Impression of 
familiarity as conveved by a 
foreign object is a difficult one 
to create, but Bowen describes 
lhisashismandatc;"lworkwith 
found objects, mostly wood, and 
piece it together. I want an ef- 
fect as if theobject 1 created was 
always meant to be there." 

The sculptures manipulate 
the space around them, jutting 
into the air or remaining 
huddled. The geometric nature 



of the exhibition lends an at- 
mosphere of majesty, room to 
breathe and observe In peace. 

Theartisthimselfpersonifies 
his work. Paul Bowen steps 
lightly, but his feel are planted 
firmly. He places his faith In the 
earth, and the spontaneous art- 
works lulure provides. He be- 
lieves in creating a harmony of 
medium and technique. Paul 
Bowen is a small man with a 
quiet voice, but his impression 
lingers. His works, in their ob- 
stacle course form and poaœful 
freedom do not semam for at- 
tention, but demand to bo heard.

While most carccr-sccking 
students fear for their prospects 
after graduation, the stress is 
especially troublesome for stu- 
dents aspiring to careers in clas- 
sical music. 

Debut Young Concert Artist 
Series is a stepping stone for 
Canadian students who have 
completed training at a recog- 
nized university and are plan- 
ning careers in classical music. 
Participants are featured in 
concerts recorded by the CBC 
and Radio Canada, gaining 
exposureand rcceivir^ criticism 
from prominent Canadian 
musicians. 

President Sandra Wilson, 
who founded Debut 10 years 
ago, follows the careers of the 
E)ebut artists, and claims many 
of them find permanent posi- 
tionsin their fields. Debut helps 
young musicians find a niche in 



the increasingly inaccessible 
business of classical music. 
Competition is stiff for the small 
number of positions In orches- 
tras. Most musicians turn to 
teaching for a more dependable 
and lucrative career. 

Over the years popular Inter- 
est in classical music has died. 
Even free concerts at McGill's 
Pollack Hall go unattended . The 
decline of popular support for 
classical music has haci unfor- 
tunateconsoqucncesinCanada. 
The Vancouver Symphony Or- 
chestra was recently forced to 
launch a furious fund raising 
campaign In order to survive. If 
classical music and its institu- 
tions continue to lose support, 
the role played by groups like 
Debut may be forcea to expand.

When Nobel Prize-winning 
author and perogie-Iover Isaac 
Bashevis Singer wrote Enemies, ' 
A Love Story in his native Yid- ' 
dish, he probably did not antici- 
pate Hollywood's new and 
improved, half-thc-calorics ' 
movie version. Director Paul i 
Mazursky reheats an already 
succulent story, but the depth 
of characterization is so bland 
that even steaming sex scenes 
and dinner-table dialogue can't 
retain the flavour of Singer's 
zesty novel. 

iMccd, the story of Enemies 
isalivc to thcaudiencc. Henrun 
Broder is a Jewish intellectual 
ghost-writing for a wealthy 
Rabbi in New York, immedi- 
ately after World War Two. He 
bccomesemotionallycntangicd 
with three women, and cmh up 
being nurried to all three — at 
the same time. Tamara, his pre- 
suirred-dead wife from before 
the war, turns up in New York 
to Herman's extreme surprise 
but emotional indifference. 
Yadwiga, the second wife, is a 
Polish peasant and a gentile; 
Herman married her because 
she saved him from the Nazis 
during the war. Masha, a troub- 
led survivor of the Auschwitz 
concentration camps, is 
Herman's lover and third wife.

For this reason Glory offers a 
different view of war than has 
previously been depicted. The 
high stakes for Black Americans, 
arrd the characters In the movie, 
rrtakc the irunity of this war less 
cut and dry, heightening the 
audience's insight. 

Glory tells the talc of Robert 
Gould Shaw, a true story with 
more movie potential than most 

fiction. At 23 yearsof age, Gould 
is offered thcColonclship of an 
entirely black regiment. Alnaost 
by accident, Shaw accepts the 



leadership position, not realis- 
ing that the war politicos had no 
intention of letting the regiment 
into battle. He is consumed by 
their pride, self-respect and 
dignity and resolves to take 
them to the forefronts of the 
war. 

Regardless of the rurratlve 
quality Inherent in the story of 
Robert Gould Shaw, it Is the 
actors who makcand ultimately 
break this mo vie. Denzel Wash- 
ington gives an outstanding 
pcformancc as a runaway slave 
who enlists in the first regiment 
of black soldiers in the United 
States. His character. Trip, lost 
his family long before the war. 
Throughout the entire movie. 
Trip coldly preaches the futility 



of fighting in a white man's 
world. 

Washington's acting is com- 
plemented by the performance 
of Morgan freeman, playing 
artothcr man who enlists to bc- 
convrapart of the mottled group 
of would-be flghters. Frecrruin 
becomes a fixture of strength 
and comfort for the men. 

A handful of secondary char- 
acters pro vide a cross section of 
soldiers' personalities without 
patronizing or succumbing to 
stereotypes. The film creates an 
atmosphercofbelieveable peace 
in the midst of war and legiti- 
mate comradcrie. 

But Matthew Broderick, as 
Robert Gould Shaw, is a mis- 
take. Although Shaw was only
